DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2, 4-6, and 8-1 2 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: All 
independent claims have been amended to incorporate the subject matter previously 
found to be allowable in now-canceled claim 3, namely, setting to zero a weight for 
pixels in past frames that correspond with "newly-exposed" pixels in a current frame in a 
temporal filtering system. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
